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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment to the claims does not place the claims in condition for allowance since the mucoadhesive of 
the prior art meets the limitation of holding device. The amendment also presents additional claim without canceling corresponding 
number of claim. Applicant argues that Faour and Christenson are silent with respect to holding device, but the mucoadhesive of Faour 
and Christenson meets the limitation of a holding device because claim 4 states that mucoadhesive functions as a holding device. 
Applicant also argues that the pharmaceutical agents of Faour and Lerner are bucally absorbed. The examiner disagrees. One of the 
drugs in Lerner is cyclosporin (column 16, line 54) and one of the drugs in Faour is riboflavin (column 16, line 31), which are the active 
agents released in the buccal cavity and absorbed in the Gl. It is noted that two of the active agents in claim 7 are riboflavin and 
cyclosporin, which are also those in Faour and Lerner. It is also noted that claims are directed sustained release compositions and the 
property and/or characteristic of the composition would be inherent or same with another similar composition. Therefore, the rejections of 
record are maintained and applicant's arguments do not place the claims in condition for allowance.
